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Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicant's arguments filed 9/7/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The applicant argues that Sato fails to teach or suggest the limitation of 
comparing a gross load current with a desired current through a load and adjusting at 
least one of a plurality of currents to provide said desired current. The examiner 
disagrees because the Sato reference discloses controlling the fuel cell stacks based 
upon the actual total output current which is the gross load current (See paragraph 
[0032]). Since, it is well known in the art that fuel cell stacks are required to supply a 
desired current for a load, the controller would necessarily be required to compare the 
actual total output current with the desired current through the load in order to determine 
whether the current produced by each fuel cell stack needs to be adjusted to provide 
the desired current. Therefore, the examiner's disagrees with the applicant's assertion 
that Sato teaches controlling individual currents of fuel cell stack based upon individual 
current threshold. 
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
